Of all industrial organizations in (treat Britain, the most 
peculiar is Nobel Industries, Ltd., usually known as th e “dyna­ 
mite trust,” 
This company is, perhaps, the most Internationa 
organ ization in the world, with the possible excep tion o f th e S tan ­ 
dard Oil Company. It consists of thirty-four com pan ies and sev ­ 
eral hundred factories scattered over the globe. It has m ore ram­ 
ifications and foreign interests than any other B ritish company. 
It has factories in England, Scotland, South Africa, India, 
China, Chili, Australia, Rumania, Czecho-Slovakia and liungap'. 
It has large holdings in the General Motors Corporation, Dun­ 
lop Rubber, British Celanese, African Explosives, Ltd., and Can­ 
adian Explosives, Ltd. The latter was started mainly with Amer­ 
ican capital. 
. 
It has friendly arrangements with manufacturers in France, 
Belgium, Spain and the United States. Virtually every important 
country is on its map, except Russia, which it is letting severely 
alone. 
Its assets are $115,000,000 and it is paying 8 per cent on its 
common stock. This company makes dynamite, gelignite, rockite, 
tonite and all manner of other blasting compounds. It sold 50,000 
tons of dynamite last year for blasting purposes alone. 
It is a veritable munitions department. At the Wembley Ex­ 
hibition, it showed enough explosives to blow the whole exhibition 
sky high. It is a company of 10,000 dangers. Its employes walk 
daily with death at their heels. Yet there are very few accidents. 
The Nobel method of making high explosives is not to build 
little factories in the sides of hills. 
The Nobel factories are 
built in remote regions, and they are made into very small units, 
with every unit surrounded by a high embankment. 
Each little 
unit stands in a small valley of its own; and consequently, if it is 
blown to pieces, the other units are not endangered. 
Few realize the part that explosives play in the everyday 
work of the world. Yet the civilized world could not do its work 
without dynamite. It was dynamite that dug the Panama canal; 
and it is dynamite that bores tunnels, clears forests, makes roads, 
blasts rock and quarries ore. 
Last year 175,000 tons of dynamite were used in the United 
States alone, nearly all for constructive purposes.

half of the funds necessary to care! 
for these children. A group of British 
friends of Armenia has already agreed 
lo assume half of the expense and 
will take over half of the children ■ 
when flyy reach Syria. 
To bring these children out of Ana­ 
tolia will cost about $3,000, half of i 
which has already been furnished by 1 
file British committee. 
The cost of 
outfitting and housing our half of the 1
